Further to the Amendment filed March 12, 2012, and in particular the discussion of 
incorporation by reference on pp. 20-26, Applicant wishes to direct the Examiner's attention to the 
Federal Circuit's September 1, 201 1 decision in Harari v. Lee, 100 USPQ2d 1052 (Fed. Cir. 
201 1), copy enclosed. 

The application-at-issue cited two U.S. patent applications, and added, "the disclosures of 

the two applications are hereby incorporated by reference". Id. 1054. Harari argued that this 

"plainly and unambiguously incorporated the entire. ..disclosure", even without the use of "such 

words as 4 in its entirety'". The Federal Circuit agreed, and did not question the propriety of such 

an incorporation by reference. Id., 1055.
